The first 
generation I have found is Cyrus Everts. He died June 30, 1849, 
aged 66 years 4 months and 14 days. He and his wife, Christiene 
Rhodes Everts are buried in the Evangelical German Reform 
Cemetary near Rome, Ohio in Richland County. I have a copy of 
hicewiliewnichwlasent) for from the probate court in Richland 
County, Ohio and he spelled his name Everts in the will. It 
is also spelled Everts on his tombstone. The Qnd generation I 
have searched is that of Gilbert Charles Evertts,born August 
25, 1818 and died November 2, 1874. He had a brother named 
Cyrus M. Everts who wrote frequently to Gilbert Charles Everts 
(this is how Cyrus spelled his brother's name). Upon visiting 
the Adario Cemetary in Richland County, Ohio, the name of 
Everett is on Cyrus's(Gil's brother)tombstone. Now Gilbert 
Charles Evertts was a justice of the peace for DeKalb County, 
Indiana and he had to sign his name frequently and he spelled it 
Bvertts this is also how it is spelled on his tombstone in 
the Eddy Cemetary in NE DeKalb County, Indiana.

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WHAT I KNOW ABOUT THE EVERTTS BACKGROUND 


Cyrus Everts was born on 16 of February in 1783 and he died on 
30 of June 1849. His gravesite is in the Evangelical German 
Reform Cemetary in Bloomingrove Township, Richland County, 
Ohio. The cemetary is located just south of Rome, Ohio off 
state road 6003. His wife was Christina(Christiene) Rhodes 
(according to the DeKalb County, Indiana death records of a 
daughter, Catherine Platt). She was born 17 may 1800 and died 
12 December 1867. She is also buried in the above cemetary, 
along with 2 sons that were ¢yrus and Christiene"s oritspring: 
Benjamin F. Everts who died 23 August, 1840 age 12 years 2 
months and 27 days and Elish David who died 8 August 1846 age 
12 years 9 months and 1 day. All the preceding dates were taken 
from the tombstones. 

I sent to Richland County, Ohio for information concerning 
Cyrus Everts and they were good enough to send back to me a copy 
of his will that still was in the probate court there. Here is 
what at says: .

He the said Cyrus M. Everts is to have two thirds oi18the vaiue

ride, wood suitable to burn at all times together with bread 
meat and clothing during my natural life(and expense money) 
I do hereby nominate Wm Young and Cyrus Wi. Everts executors 
of this my last will and testament. I do nereby authorize my 
executors to sell the real estate whenever they shall think 
necessary anc proper after my decease; I do hereby revoke all 
forms and wills before by me made. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal 
this second day of Uctober AL1848. 
Signing and acknowledgement by Cyrus Everts 
said Cyrus Everts as his last will 
and testament in our presence; and siyned by us in his presence 
as witnesses Thomas brink William Stair"

She was born on July 5, 
1820 and it is thought to have been in Pennsylvania. Her father 
was Stephen Enzor and her mother was Mercy Enzor. Mercy's 
maiden name is thought to have been Hess. The following informa- 
tion was found among letters belonging to Gilbert C. Evertts: 
"Peter Hess- Springfield Township, Huntingdon County, Pennsyl- 
vania-1ll July 1834-John and Joseph Hess-Executors of P. Hess- 
afterwards in the hands of Wm.

Gilbert Charles ELvertts was a constable in Butler Township 
in Richland County, Ohio. He also was the justice of the peace 
in LeKalb County, Indiana and married people as well as re- 
ceiving and paying debts payments from verious peoples. He took 
care of-land transfers and will distribution. 

Gilbert Charles died November 2, 1874 and is buried in 
the Eddy's Cemetary in DeKalb County, Indiana. 

The following obituary was taken for keeping by some 
relatives and was copiea from a newspaper: 

"hrs. mary C. Evertts passed away, Tuesday evening at 
9:15. This removes one of the oldest residents of Troy Township. 
Philander and Mary Parsons Haynes were married in Vermont 
and started westward on their wedding journey. They settled 
for several years near Cleveland, Ohio, where this daughter, 
Mary Celesta, was born November 19, 1835. While still a very 
young child her parents continued their westward journey,

many papers over the years. These were not destroyed yet at the 
time of Gil Conrad's death so his heirs took these papers home 
to look over, hoping they could find a deed to the home. No 
title was ever found but many family letters and hand-written 
notes were there. I have been lucky enough to read these papers 
and among them were some letters for the family from Rev. 

Asa Haynes. 

Rev. Asa Haynes and Sally were the parents of Asa Phil- 
ander Haynes who came to DeKalb County, Indiana. Rev. Asa and 
Soyer in Cdmaticui liord = Vermont, along with some of Asa Phil-— 
ander's sisters and other family members. In some of his letters 
Rev. Asa mentions his age and his church where he preaches, and 
Sally's age and a sister of Asa Philander, Reumah Roberts, Tells 
about the aifferent family members and where they are in the 
Uhited States. 

Once while I was searching for our Family's past in the 
Ft. Wayne, Indiana Library,I came across a Haynes genealogy 
book entitled "Walter Haynes of Sutton Mandeville, Wiltshire, 
Englana and Sudbury, Massachusetts and His Lescendants 1583- 
1928" edited by Frances Haynes and published in 1929 by Record 
Publishing Company-Haverhill, Massachusetts. This book mentioned 
Asa Philander Haynes marrying Mary Polly Parsons and coming 
to Indiana. It also had Rev. Asa Haynes and Sally's name in 
it and all of Asa Haynes brothers and sisters names too. These 
names and dates coincided with the names and dates in the letters 
Some Knewetumcenad to be our family history! It traced our 
lineage back to England and who came to America first. 

Our first Haynes ancestor to come to America was Walter 
Hayne.He came from England on the ship "Confidence" and landed 
in Watertown, Massachusetts(this is now a suburb of Boston). He 
brought his wife, Elizabeth, 3 sons and 2: daughters with him. 
hesaacmownecdwland@in ohaivon, Ghatvesbury in Dorsetshire and 
lived in Semley in England. From Watertown, Massachusetts he and 
his family moved to Sudbury, Massachusetts. From there our direct 
ancestors migrated to Preston, Connecticut to New Groton, 
Connecurculsto Guilford, Vermont in 1775 to Indiana in 1837.

This house was built on the 80 acres of land homesteaded 
by Asa Philander Haynes and Mary Polly Parsons Haynes in 1837-1839. 
There were < houses that prededed this one. According to a story 
written by Elva Lvertts Rensch and Gertrude Everetts Campbell, 
the first home didn't have a floor and they used a heavy blanket 
fora decor. The .Indians used to come up and lift up the blanket 
and peek in. The house only had one room. The-second structure 
Wace lsOmoudltsot Toes but this one had an attic, a floor, and 
a door. It stood a little east of where the stone milk house 
LOWE ore . 
This house pictured here looked different when first built. 
According to Gertie Betz the west side of the home used to be 
a front porch. The road at one time went by the west side of 
Ghe House. There were 2 fireplaces, one to the south and one 
to the north. The kitchen was added on later to the east side 
Oimeuscmiousc-m nd, mune “iront porch” became 2 rooms. Mary. 
Gelesta Haynes Evertts had her room’ in the south part of the 
Neus caw MmNCmDCT SOM we Gllbert Conrad, and his family lived in 
the rest of the home. 

From what I can rembmber of the outbuildings, there was 
a large barn which is thought to have been built about the same 
time as the house. There was also a granary, a small barn 
Cie Cum Cn 1 NCmUnCmnlOuUSe ma, COUpLe, Other small buildings, 
an outhouse, a couple chicken houses, a few hog houseg down 
the east lane, and of course the stone milkhouse by the water 
pump. This stone milk house collapsed sometime in the late 1960's 
or 1970's. It was used at one time as a springhouse to keep the 
cold products and milk products cool. Then, later it was used 
as a fur storage area and also for wood. I can remember the many 
bunches of Indian corn that used to hang from the milkhouse 
to get dry. Some of the side walls are still remaining. 

And, another thing about this home was the north wall. 
Ogu com On Sec cle Calmcememberm.sunere have always been a hive 
of bees living in there. 

On the inside the home was roomy in the kitchen. It was 
the largest room in the house. On the northeast wall was a 
wooden cupboard with a roll board and enamel top. On this sat 
the water bucket that one dipped a dipper into to get a drink. 
Another cupboard sat next to this in the east corner. The wood 
box was under the east window and a big black wood-burning 
COOKIN eesvOVveNSsay next to this.

The name of Evertts has changed quite a bit over the 4 
generations that have been searched out by me. The first 
generation I have found is Cyrus Everts. He died June 30, 1849, 
aged 660 years 4 months and 14 days. He and his wife, Christiene 
Rhodes Everts are buried in the Evangelical German Reform 
Cenevaiyenecar sone Chom nenichlandsCountya benavea copy of 
Dascewil swhichelesent tor irom =the probatvescourt: im Richland 
County, Ohio and he spelled his name Everts in the will. It 
psvalso spelled Everts on his tombstone. “fhe Qnd generation J 
have searched is that of Gilbert Charles Evertts,born August 
25, 1818 and died November 2, 1874. He had a brother named 
Cyrus M. Everts who wrote frequently to Gilbert Charles Everts 
(this is how Cyrus spelled his brother's name). Upon visiting 
the Adario Cemetary in Richland County, Ohio, the name of 
Everett is on Cyrus's(Gil's brother)tombstone. Now Gilbert 
Charles Evertts was a justice of the peace for DeKalb County, 
Indiana and he had to sign his name frequently and he spelled it 
Evertus. sinis tsalso how it as spelled on his tombstone in 
the Eddy Cemetary in NE DeKalb County, Indiana. Gilbert Conrad 
Evertts born March 27, 1875 and dying May 13, 1962, spelled his 
name as Evertts when he signed it in the past reunion book. This 
is also how it is spelled on his tombstone. Now the name is 
Spelled @ieretts by Gill's Sons and grandsons. This is probably 
due to the vital records department where they keep records of 
births. Usually the name is spelled how it sounds by the recorder 
and it is not always the way it is meant to be. Therefore, be 
it spell Everts, Evertts or Everetts, it is all the same simply 
because they all came from Cyrus Everts who is buried in the 
Kvangelical German Reform Cemetary near Rome, Ohio in Richland 
County.

Gilbert Charles Evertts was born on August 25, 1818. He is thought 
to have been ovorn in Pennsylvania. According to a hand written 
paper done by Gilbert Charles, he married Adeline Enzor in the 
state of Pennsylvania on May 12, 1842. She was born on July 5, 
1820 and it is thought to have been in Pennsylvania. Her father 
was Stephen Enzor and her mother was Mercy Enzor. Mercy's 
maiden name is thought to have been Hess. The following informa- 
tion was found among letters belonging to Gilbert C. Evertts:

He took 
care of land transfers and will distribution. 

Gilbert Charles died November 2, 1874 and is buried in 
the Eddy's Cemetary in DeKalb County, Indiana.

"Mrs. wary C. Evertts passed away, Tuesday evening at 
9:15. This removes one of the oldest residents of Troy Township. 
Philander and Mary Parsons Haynes were married in Vermont 
and started westward on their wedding journey. They settled 
for several years near Cleveland, Ohio, where this daughter, 
Mary Celesta, was born November 19, 1835. While still a very 
young child her parents continued their westward journey,

1928" edited by Frances Haynes and published in 1929 by Record 
Publishing Company-Haverhill, Massachusetts. This book mentioned 
Asa Philander Haynes marrying Mary Polly Parsons and coming 
to Indiana.

Gertie Betz. The tombstone has the dates on if. It is in the 
Fort Wayne, Indiana Cemetary); Elijah who lived at Douglas, 
Nebraska and maybe later at Elk Creek, Nebraska.

Flavius Josephius Barnes then was remarried to a woman 
named Dolly according to Gertie Betz.

is well preserved and in the keeping of Gilbert Theodore Everetts. 

This house was built on the 80 acres of land homesteaded 
by Asa Philander Haynes and Mary Polly Parsons Haynes in 1837-1839. 
Theremwenes. Wouses that prededed this one. According to a story 
written by Klva Lvertts Rensch and Gertrude Everetts Campbell, 
the first home didn't have a floor and they used a heavy blanket 
for a door.

This house pictured here looked different when first built. 
According to Gertie Betz the west side of the home used to be 
a front porch.

There were 2 fireplaces, one to the south and one 
to the north. The kitchen was added on later to the east side 
Oi lecmlOlUce winds the! rongeporcni became 2 rooms. Mary 
Celesta Haynes Evertts had her room in the south part of the 
house while her son, Gilbert Conrad, and his family lived in 
the rest of the home. 

From what I can rembmber of the outbuildings, there was 
a large barn which is thought to have been built about the same 
time as the house. There was also a granary, a small barn 
Cbmice Gi avec aA nOmULNCRnOUSe mancCOUDLe OULner sla li pulldings, 
an outhouse, a couple chicken houses, a few hog houses down 
the east lane, and of course the stone milkhouse by the water 
pump. This stone milk house collapsed sometime in the late 1960's 
or 1970's. It was used at one time as a springhouse to keep the 
cold products and milk products cool. Then, later it was used 
as a fur storage area and also for wood. I can remember the many 
bunches of Indian corn that used to hang from the milkhouse 
LO, eet any.  oome of the side walls are still remaining. 

And, another thing about this home was the north wall. 
For as long as I can remember, there have-always been a hive 
of bees living in there. 

On the inside the home was roomy in the kitchen. It was 
the largest room in the house. On the northeast wall was a 
wooden cupboard with a roll board and enamel top. On this sat 
the water bucket that one dipped a dipper into to get a drink. 
Another cupboard sat next to this in the east corner. The wood 
box was under the east window and a big black wood-burning 
cooking stove sat next to this. By the south window in the kitchen 
Was grandma Maude Evertts chair where she spent many hours. 
Along the south wall was also a gas stove and a cupboard. By the 
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door to the south was another cupboard. In the middle of the 
room stood the big long table. In the west wall of the kitbhen 
was the basement door, a door leading the way to the living room 
and a door to the spare room. Also, on the north wall of the 
kitchen were two doors; one leading to the backporch and outside 
and another leading to a small washroom where one could wash up. 

The living room faced the south and had 2 windows in it. 
This is the room that Mary Celesta Evertts had for her living 
quarters. A builtin bookshelf was loaded with salt and pepper 
shakers. Also, a bull horn always hung by the bedroom door, 
leading off the living room. Grandpa Gilbert Conrad Evertts 
always enjoyed sitting on the davenport under the shelves and 
visiting. On the north wall of the living room hung a picture 
of mary Celesta and Gilbert Charles Evertts. There were three 
doors in the living room-one to the east going to the kitchen 
and one going to the west into a bedroom and one in the north 
wall going into the spare room. 

In the spare room, I can remember things were stored. 
A piano was against the east wall in this room. I guess at one 
time it was the room that Gil Conrad's family 1ivedminwwier 
Mary Haynes kvertts had the front room.
